It is slated that an official inquiry is 


to be made into the recent repair work 
on the cruiser Montgomery ac the Nor 
folk navy yard. 


Tho cruiser was tied up to the quay 


at Norfolk for six months, and all this 
lime workmen were engaged in repair- 
ing her. More than $7£,000 was spent, 
and it was not until the appropriation 
was exhausted that the Montgomery was 
pronounced ready for sea. 


The vessel had scarcely cleared Nor- 


folk harbor when her air-pumps became 
usoless, her eirculators failed and the 
port engine gave way. 


With but one engine, the starboard, 


the cruiser ploughed the sea for forty- 
eight hours. 
Then there were morn 


breakdowns. 
The water-pumps col- 


laspcd, the drains became clogged, and 
the packings leaked steam and -water 
like sieves. The coils of the new evap 
orators became corroded and rotten, 
and the water upon which the crew de- 
pended for drinking and cooking was 
impregnated with salt and rendered 
nauseating. 


Then the starboard engine gave way, 


and every mechanic on the ship was 
pressed into service. For forty-eight 
hours they labored, drawing out of the 
circulator, seperator and cylinders near 
ly e\ery thing in ihe way of junk that 
is to be found in a navy yard—pieces 
of wood, red lead, patty, waste, bolts 
nuts and HO raps of iron. 


On the evening of May 8th, there was 


a loud thumping in tho high-pres- 
sure cylinder of the starboard engine, 
and an investigation revealed a hnlf- 
dozen pieces of iron that had worked 
out of one of the ports. 


It is said that not a pump in tho vesaol 


worked until it had been overhauled, 
and that when the &hip was put to a 
speed test it was found that her stay at 
the Noifolk navy yard had reduced her 
power, as she could uot mi*ke moio 
than thirteen knots. 


Tho person giving the information 


regarding the Montgomery's condition 
declares that the Norfolk navy yard is 
run in a slipshod manner, and is chiefly 
a htivrn for old mechanics whom it is 
desired to pension.

The hot water treatment for smut is 


very simple.

Two half barrels are arranged as 
shown in the illustration, re-drawn 
from Bulletin 50, Wisconsin experi- 
ment station. One contains cold water 
and tbe other water at 110 to 120 de- 
grees. By means of a lever suspended 
from the top of a tripod, the basket 
which holds the oais can be transferred 
from one to the other easily. 
As soor. 


i as the water in tie first vessel falls 
\ below the required temperature it can 
i be raised by adding hot water from the 


iron kettle. 
The temperature of 


the kettle is regulated by a smaller or 
larger fire.

Cul- 
tivate throughout the season, keeping 
a loose layer of earth on the top to act 
as a mulch. As soon as the ground is 
frozen so. that it will bear up a team, 
cover with hay, straw or coarse manure 
of any kind. Leave this on until all 
danger of frost is past in the spring, 
then rake off the rows and let it re- 
main between them until the berries 
arc picked, after which cut off the 
plants with a mower and when there 
s a brisk breeze, burn the whole patch.

Intenftive Farming. 


If farmers who delight in owning and 


working large areas could see the crops 
taken from small iilots by the truckers 
near New York city, they would re- ' 
ceive an object lesson in intensive 
farming, which would be effectual. Ou 
Long Island and in New Jersey espec- 
ially, there are dozens of patches, not 
farms, which, -flnt.il the aid of a few 
hotbeds, are made to pay high rents 
and support large families. 
The soil 


is kept to the highest point of fertility, 
every inch of it is thoroughly culti- 
vated and every advantage is taken of 
the lay of the land. 
From the first 


day that the weather will permit the 
soil being worked until the ground is 
finally used for calory blanching, it is 
constantly employed in crop produc- 
tion; it is no unusual sight to see half 
a dozen men industriously at work on 
an acre or two of ground. 
It is the 


same principle the florist applies to 
plant and flower growing. 
If bis 


benches yield but one crop of plants or 
blossoms during ths year, his business 
is a failure. 
Every square foot of it 


must yield two or more crops for a 
profitable year's work. 


fSnrichiiifv Orchard*. 


Orchards will in time exhaust, at 


least partially, the fertility of the soil, 
and this exhaustion is especially no- 
ticeable on soils which were not espec- 
ially rich at the time the trees were 
planted. To make young trees grow 
raore rapidly, a fertilizer should be 
used, containing a small per cent, of 
nitrogen (ammonia) mixed with potash 
and phosphates. 
For older orchards 


the 
nitrogen is not so necessary, 


be increased, especially the quantity of 
lotash. It is frequently a good plan 
to stimulate top growth by sowiug the 
orchard to crimson clover in late sum- 
mer and turning it under in the spring.

Care In Feeding Young Fis»- 


Too much highly concentrated food, 


which is generally corn, is the cause 
of much of the difficulty some growers 
of pork find in raising young pigs. It 
must be remembered that a food which, 
will make bone and muscle is quite as 
essential as a fattening ration. When 
the young pigs, and older ones, too, 
for that matter, act restless and get to 
gnawing their pens, stop feeding corn 
for awhile and use bran and middling 
with a half pound of linseed meal to 
each animal, well mixed with the 
grain, generally adding corn as they 
improve in health. Good clover hay is 
also an excellent balancing ration for 
hogs and they should have all they can 
eat of it. A good supply o£ salt and 
ashes mixed and more or less charcoal 
should also be kept at all times where 
the hogs can readily get at it, for it 
supplies a material which will aid in 
digestion, and something of the kind 
is usually needed,by animals which 
have as little exercise as 
erally.

Bnokvrlieat Bran. 


There is much less value in tbe bran 


from buckwheat than there is from the 
bran of. either winter or spring white 
wheats.. The brtin has, besides, a 
roughness that camcs it to be very lax- 
ative, and it appears to have the effect 
of a poison to the skin when fed to 
hops. We once fed some buckwheat 
bran to cows. It did not make as rich 
milk as we had been getting from 
wheat bran, and as the yield also fell 
off we soon stopped feeding it. 
There 


is little nutriment in buckwheat bran, 
as it is secured in these times. 
The 


buckwheat flour is about as dear as 
wheat flour, and none of it is suffered 
to go into the bran. We doubt wheth- 
er the bran has any more nourishment 
than have the stalks of buckwheat, 
which, if saved, cattle will eat quite 
greedily in winter, but generally with 
the effect of making their shins itch so : 
that they will rub themselves against 
the stables or stanchions at every 
ehance they get. 


MinernlH In Fruit*. 


So large a part of most fruits is wa- 


ter that we are apt to forget their oth- 
er constituents, which are chiefly min- 
>ral. All fruits require potash 
for 


their seeds, and this mineral also 
seems to be neccssaiy to aid in ripen- 
11 g tho fruit.

Baron Christian!, made 
Uis way to the Presidential trlbuue and 
attempted to strike President l^oubet 
Wlili his cane. The assailant was im- 
mediately arrested. 


The hostile group, which was numer- 


ous and greatly exiited, continued the 
Insolent cries throughout the 
Presi- 


dent's stay. The police rushed among 
Hie mauifestauts and arrested them by 
Uie wholesale. 
A free fight ensued.

tnspector Grillleres was seriously hurt, 
aud the director of the uiuuiciijal po- 
lice was also roughly handled. 


Three hundred arrests were 
made,

Both Banks Close Doors and Proper 


Officers Examine Books. 


DOVEE, N. H., June 5.—The Cocheco 


Savings bank of this city was enjoined 
today from paying ont or receiving 
money, aud a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of Harry Hough, the treas- 
urer, woo is charged with the shortage 
of §3,500. The Cocheco National bank 
also closed its doors today,'and National 
Bank Examiner Carroll expected to 
take charge of the National bank. 
Hough, besides being treasurer of the 
savings institution, was paying teller of 
the National bank. 
The closing of 


these banks caused considerable excite- 
ment in the city, but the depositors 
recognized the fact that they could do 
nothing until the books are examined 
and action is taken by the courts. It 
was learned today and notices were 
posted on the bank doors that State 
Bank Commissioners Hatch, Parker 
and Cnmminga were in this city last 
Saturday aud made an examination o' 
the books of the Savings bank. They 
learned that the accounts were not 
straight, and after holding a brief con- 
ference, Commissioner Cummings ap- 
plied for a warrant for the arrest of Treas- 
urer Hough. A shortage of §3,590 was 
found in Bough's accounts. It is not 
known waether or not a greater short- 
age will be found. The treasurer could 
not be found today, and it was learned 
after investigation that he left Dover 
yesterday morning. 
His friends be- 


lieve that he will return. The suspen- 
sion of the two banks leaves this city 
with no financial institution except the 
Strafford National and Strafford Sav- 
ings banks, the Dover National bank 
and Dover Savings bank having col 
lapsed several years ago, following the 
discovery of a heavy shortage in the ac- 
counts of Cashier Isaac Abbott, -who 
afterwards committed suicide. 
The 


capital of the Cocheco National bank is 
S150.000. James E. Lothrop is presi- 
dent, and the direstors are: A. P, 
Pinkham, Amos W. Downing of Ha 
verhill, Ralph Hough, Timothy Snell 
and J. E. Lothrop. Director Hough is 
the father of the missing man. 


At a latohour tonight the officials have 


been unable to locate the missing treas- 
urer. $3,500 was paid to Trustee Na 
son by Hough's wife this morning bu 
this will not deter the county officials 
from securing bis arrest. The bank 
examiners said tonight that they coulc 
not tell what the shortage of the Na 
tional bank would be but it seemec 
probable that it would amount to $7000 
Last Saturday it was discoved that there 
was a shortage of $3 500 in the savings 
bank and $13,000 in the National, 
Hough was confronted with the situa 
tion, and paid back 59000 and agreei 
to pay the remaining $4000 this morn 
ing. On account of this promise hi 
was not placed under arrest. His fath 
er claims that he has gone to Boston to 
raise the money. Cashier Haley of th 
National bank said that he knew Hough 
bad bten speculating and that worth 
less checks were in the bank with no 
collateral behind them. It is said tha 
Hough's irregularities were discovered 
from the sale of property aud failure to 
make return of the money received 
Tha Savings bank held a mortgage in 
this city aud foreclosed it. The pur 
chaser paid Hough 83500 by check on 
the Strafford Savings bank, which it is 
claimed was not turned over to the Co- 
checo Savings bank.

.o crawl back to Spain as best it coull 
n its crippled condition. The Villa de 
Madrid, fifty-six guns, got a shot in 
icr steam chest, and was towed out of 
ictlon. The 
Berenguela, 
thirty-six 


;uns, had a hole twenty feet square 
tnocked into her near the water line 
jy an exploding shell, and crawled out 
)f range to repair damages. 


"The ammunition in two other Span- 


\'f& vessels gave out after a two hours' 
light, and they had to retire, one of 
them having been twice,on fire in the 
aeighborhood of the magazine. 
This 


left two vessels, t-i« Numancia, iron- 
siad, and the AlmaS^a. Two "hours 
later these two vesselM, ceased their 
lire and withdrew. The Chilians fir- 
Ing at them until they \»ere beyond 
range. 
The Spanish loss *js not ex- 


ictly known, but is suppose^to have 
been about 200. Commander ftlodgers 
IJ. S. N., estimated the loss of t!he Chil- 
ians at 80, though others give a larger 
number. No serious damage was dono 
to either ships or forts by the fire be- 
yond that named. The Spaniards then 
withdrew discomfited from the Pacific, 
being short of stores and ammunition 
and with their- vessels foul for want of 
docking. They had established a base 
at the Chincha Islands, but they had 
no facilities for repair." 


In speaking of this fiasco a naval 


officer said: 
"Spain has in a measure 


Bhared in the movement toward more 
formidable ships and guns, but it is 
the personal factor which tells In a 
naval engagement now as much as it 
did a century ago, when battles were 
fought with wooden ships. 
This is 


recognized by all authorities on naval 
warfare, although the uninformed are 
apt to think that the modern gunboat 
Is a complicated machine which fights 
automatically. 
Good gun service will 


win against great odds in armament, 
and in this particular we have good 
reason to believe that we are much su- 
perior to Spain. It is a well-estab- 
lished fact that the Latin races do not 
develop good gunners. Whenever the 
Spanish navy has attempted to show 
its skill with guns In the last half cen- 
tury it has made itself ridiculous."

era], "Is dominated by the English/who 
claim that no man or woman can hope 
to endure this climate unless they de- 
vote considerable pan of each and 
every day. rain or shine, to outdoor 
exercise and'sporta. Horseback riding 
has been universal among those who 
can afford that luxury; others take 
long walks dally. The bicycle appeals 
to all—rich, middle class and poor— 
and all classes are using it. 
The city 


of Shanghai is perfectly flat, and some 
of the roads in and immediately around 
the settlements are good. Each na- 
tionality has generally bought wheels 
made in their own home country, and 
at first the English wheel, with brake, 
mud guard and heavy tubing, predom- 
inated. I believe that now the more 
graceful and lighter American wheels 
have tbe larger sale. 


"No "wheels are made in China, nor 


do I believe they can be made bere. No 
wheels are brought In on a less rate 
of. duly than those from the United 
States. There are no native roads, as 
we understand that term. There are- 
narrow paths for tbe pedestrian or the 
horseman, but generally 
not 
wide 


enough for vehicles; 
dusty in dry 


weather, muddy in wet, and rough all 
the time, they are practically impossi- 
ble for wheeling. 


"Few Chinese have as yet taken to 


the wheel. Their clothing is not adap- 
ted to exercise, and especially not to 
the wheel. No man above tbe coolie 
class, in middle and northern China, 
appears In public otherwise than In 
long clothes—i. e.f an outer petticoat 
reaching to his ankles. The few young 
Chinamen who ride here either leave 
off this outer garment temporarily or 
turn it up and fasten it at the waist. 
They also bring the long queue of hair 
over the shoulder and fasten it at the 
waistband. Their trousers are as long 
and full and baggy as the 
average 


woman's divided skirt in America, and 
I have not yet seen a Chinaman ride 
without a chain guard to keep the 
trousers from 
catching and tearing. 


No Chinese women ride. I have seen 
It stated in American and English pa- 
pers that it Is now common in Shang- 
hai for Chinese ladies to ride in the 
streets. Nothing can be farther from 
the truth. The Chinese women of the 
hotter class are kept in absolute seclu- 
sion from men other than those of their 
family. This rule has not been broken 
in the slightest degree. Even in the 
missionary-schools, where the daugh- 
ters of the merchants and mandarins 
are educated, no man Is allowed to see 
the girls. 


"The customs report of 1897 shows 


that In many important products the 
imports from the United States have 
increased at the expense of imports 
from other nations. We are nearer to 
the market, freights are less according- 
ly, and the feeling of the Chinese peo- 
ple is more friendly to Americans than 
to the people of any other nation. Now 
is the time to push our trade on this 
coast. I do not believe that any other 
method will give better or more per- 
manent results than an exposition of 
United States products at Shanghai."

Arthur Chalk of Church Place, High 


street, Wapping, is the young inventor 
in question, and he yesterday told a 
Daily Mail reporter that this new bul- 
let of his would go around corners, 
suddenly shoot up in the air and de- 
scend point first on top of a town or 
anything, or fly round and round and 
then jump back and kill off an enemy 
at the back of the man who fired it. 


"I am but eighteen years of age," 


said Mr. Chalk, modestly, "and I am 
confident that I have invented a bullet 
that will revolutionize fighting. What 
I claim, and am prepared to prove, is 
that with my bullet I can hit an object 
that is round a corner or on the other 
side of a block of houses. There Is ab- 
solutely no doubt about the accuracy 
of the aim. 
Supposing, now, you 


wanted to hit something that was 
round the corner of a mountain. When 
you had found the distance between 
your gun and the mountain you would 
fix your bullet to alter its course at 
a certain moment. Then you'd fire, 
and the man round the corner would 
be sorry. 


"Or, say you wanted to hit an ene- 


my's ship lying on the other side of one 
of your 
own. 
That would be the 


easiest thing imaginable. You would 
just fix your bullet to go straight for a 
bit, then soar upward for awhile, and 
then rush down point first on top of 
the doomed vessel. 


"I tell you, my bullet will go any 


way and do anything you may want it 
to, and I've written to the war office 
to say so. 


"Up to now the only communication 


I have received in reply is the usual 
stereotyped acknowledgment; but the 
patent office people—he did not men- 
tion names—have valued the invention 
at £150,000, and have told me that it 
is the most marvelous invention of the 
present age. 


"I shall wait for a further commun- 


ication from the war office, and if I do 
not hear from them I shall offer my 
invention to a foreign government. Of 
course I would rather the new bullet 
became the property of the English 
government, but I want to know soon." 


Mr. Chalk is a modest and very earn- 


est inventor, and when he mentioned 
that he had tried one of his bullets in a 
field, and that the projectile, obedient 
to his wish, had circled in the air about 
five times and had then fallen behind 
him, 
he did so with the air of a young 


man who 'is calmly confident that he 
has thought out a great thing. But of 
the method by which he alleges he ob- 
tains these unusual results, no hint can 
be extracted from him.

The oldest newspaper in the world 


is not, as is generally stated, the thon- 
sand-j'ear-old Kin Tan, of Pekin, but 
the Tsing-Pao, or Pekin News, which 
was first published more than 500 
years before the Norman conquest, and 
which has been published without in- 
termission for nearly 1,400 years. 


The Tsing-Pao has the appearance 


of a yellow-backed magazine of twen- 
ty-four octavo pages, each page con- 
sisting ot seven columns, and each 
column consisting of seven "charac- 
ters " Two editions are published—an 
edition ue luxe for the Court and the 
upper classes in China, at a1 cost of 
24 cents per month: and an edition, 
inferior in paper and printing, which 
costs 16 cents a month. 


The Tsiug-Pao is the Times of China 


ana chronicles the wealth and move- 
ments of the Emperor, the life at 
Court, and the reports of Ministers. 
It is painfully significant that every 
error in printing the latter is punished 
with death.

whose headquarters are frequented 
during all parts of the day by convivial 
members of the company. The usual 
habit of cooks to grow fat and good 
natured seems to be a rule of those 
who serve in the army, as well as those 
who are in civil life. The cook is a 
regularly enlisted member of the army, 
told off for his duties because of his 
fitness for the part. He is allowed two 
assistants, these being appointed by 
the commander of the company for a 
week's service in the cook's depart- 
ment, and being under his charge. 
While they assist in preparing and 
serving the food, the cook does the ma- 
jor part of the work, and it is his taste 
and skill which goes to make 
the 


victuals served a factor in the health 
and contentment of the corps. 


The cook has one small tent in 


which are stored the extra provisions 
and utensils needed. A large fly, with 
poles and guy ropes, serves to shelter 
the cooking apparatus and to form the 
company's kitchen. Under it the stove 
is placed. The latter is an oblong 
metal affair, made on purpose for the 
army, and having griddle holes for the 
pots and pans. A ditch is scraped in 
the earth, and on it the stove is placed, 
leaving room underneath for the fire 
of glowing weed embers. The cook is 
an artist at making a fire in this trench 
and in keeping it at an even heat. Var- 
ious folding chairs, tables improvised 
of camp chests and other things, serve 
to make the necessary apparatus for 
use in the kitchen. A dozen big ket- 
tles, boilers and pans are the utensils 
needed. 


Dinner, at noon, is the principal meal 


of the day in camp life, and for an hour 
before the kitchen presents a 
busy 


scene. One assistant, with sleeves roll- 
ed up above the elbows, sits on a chest 
peeling potatoes, a bushel or more be- 
ing necessary for the meal. Near him 
the other assistant bends over a great 
quarter of beef, carving out a supply 
for the meal. The cook watches his 
men while he attends the stove and be- 
gins preparations for the coming re- 
past. A huge boiler on one side of the 
stove holds four gallons of fragrant 
coffee, another boiler is filled with wa- 
ter to receive the potatoes, while in a 
bright kettle on another part of the 
sto\e the cook drops vegetables, rice 
and other wholesome parts of soup and 
wait^s for the assistant to finish carving 
the meat that it may be added. 


Soon the dinner is well under way, 


and the cook and his assistants are 
busy men. In addition to the hot parts 
of the meal, there are to be taken from 
the chests and served great loaves of 
bread or hard tack. The bread problem 
is a serious one on a march.or in camp, 
and away from the cities, and while 
the cook often has to prepare the corn 
bread or other cereal himself, it is 
Brought into camp already prepared 
whenever possible. A company of a 
hundred men or more will eat a great 
Quantity of the staff of life in a week, 
and hundreds of loaves are necessary. 


There are other parts of the soldier's 


meal to be fixed, if the company is 
near civilization and provisions are 
plentiful. Baked beans often appear on 
the bill of fare, dried fruit, rice, hom- 
iny and other easily carried eatables, 
and to prepare all these on the one 
small stove and with only two assist- 
ants is an art that only an army cook 
understands. 


When the meal is ready and the 


bugles blow to mess, the soldiers ar- 
range themselves in an orderly man- 
ner, 
and the coolc and his assistants 


start out. First the soup is ladeled oitt, 
then the more solid components of the 
meal, then the coffee 
and then 
the 


sweets, until all are supplied. 


To such an extent does cleanliness 


enter into the preparation of the sol- 
diers' meal that the greatest precau- 
tions are taken to exclude dirt. Care- 
fully the pots and pans are scrubbed 
brightly, the big knives and utensils 
are polished and the refuse of the cook 
tents is carried far off and dumped to 
prevent the contagion that might arise 
from decaying slops. The officers are 
vigilant in keeping watch on the cook 
and his assistants, as the health of tha 
^amp may depend on 
their 
careful 


cleanliness. 


Each company has Its cook and mess, 


except where great armies are encamp- 
ed; then a number of cook departments 
are thrown together to work in unison. 
Uncle S«m lins all Ills cooking utensils 
niirta to order, and chests are used to 
pack avarythlng in whon oo tho march.
